About 5 o'clock last evening:, accord- 
ing to L. A. Charland of 
47 Alfred 
street and other neighbors who saw 
the affair, Mrs. McNanley was 
erolng 
toward her home' and upon reaching 
the corner of Alfred street and Bernie 
avenue saw her husband. Ho had not 
been at hom-e since Friday night. He 
addressed her angrily, having hoard 
that she intended to consult a lawyer, 
and asked, "Where is tho lawyer?" 
Making: no reply, so far as coutt be 
heard, Mrs. McNanl-ey started to walk 
away, whereupon the man pulled out 
a 32-caliber revolver 
and 
shot 
her 
through the back, the bullet penetrat- 
ing her heart. He turned th-e weapon 
upon himself, but the shot went wild. 
Ho knelt upon the sidewalk and fired 
again, but the Inillct grazed his fore- 
head making a cut about two inches 
long, which bled considerably. He then 
walked rapidly away from the scone 
of the tragedy, nonn of the spectators 
daring to approach him.
